Transportation, and the Executive Board of Androscoggin Valley Regional 
Planning Commission. In 1979, in recognition of his services, he was recipient 
of the Community Service Award presented by the Rangeley Lakes Chamber 
of Commerce. 


Active in the American Legion, Howard has served as County 
Commander and County Adjutant, and as Adjutant of the local post since

The Rangeley Region Ambulance has responded to 88 calls for 
emergency medical assistance in 1981. The Town Office has reduced our last 
year’s deficit of $3,000.00 to approximately $1,030.00 this year. If all accounts 
receivable were in, we might have shown a balance this year.

The Ambulance Corp members meet twice a month to practice and study 
to improve their ability to assist those who call for aid. These are dedicated 
people who spend many hours at this.

The Ambulance Corp is going to conduct a fund drive for anambulance 
replacement account. We know that in the near future we must upgrade our 
transportation equipment.

Gentlemen: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds of the 
Town of Rangeley for the year ended December 31, 1981, listed in the 
foregoing table of contents. Our examination was made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such tests of 
the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 


The Town has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets, and 
accordingly a statement of general fixed assets, required by generally 
accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial report. 


In our opinion, the financial statements listed in the aforementioned 
table of contents present fairly the financial position of the Town of Rangeley 
at December 31, 1981, and the results of its operations for the year then ended, 
in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a 
basis consistent with that of the preceding year. 


The accompanying supplemental information is not necessary for a fair 
presentation of the financial statements, but is presented per statutory 
requirements and as additional analytical data. The information has been 
subjected to the tests and other auditing procedures applied in the 
examination of the financial statements mentioned above, and, in our 
opinion, is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the financial 
statements taken as a whole. 


In connection with our examination we also performed tests of 
compliance with the Revenue Sharing Act and regulations as required by the 
Audit Guide and Standards for Revenue Sharing Recipients issued by the 
Office of Revenue Sharing, U.S. Department of the Treasury. 


Based on these procedures, we noted no instance of noncompliance with 
the regulations.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENT 
December 31, 1981 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
The accounting policies of the Town of Rangeley conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental units.

BASIS OF PRESENTATION 

The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds or 
account groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting 
entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate 
set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, 
fund balance, revenues and expenditures. The various funds are 
grouped by type in the financial statements. 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 

General Fund — The general fund is the general operating fund of 
the Town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that are not 
allocated by law or_contractual agreement to another fund are 
accounted for in this fund. From the fund are paid the general 
operating expenditures, the fixed charges and the capital 
improvement costs that are not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Fund — Special revenue sharing funds are used to 
account for revenues derived from specific taxes or other earmarked 
revenue sources, including federal revenue sharing funds. 


FIDUCIARY FUNDS 
Trust Funds — Trust funds are used to account for assets held in 
Trust by the Town for others. 


ACCOUNT GROUP 

General Long Term Debt — This account group is established to 
account for the long term debt that is backed by the Town’s full 
faith and credit. 


BASIS OF ACCOUNTING 
‘The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by the General 


Special Revenue, Trust and Capital Reserve and Special Reserve Funds. 
The modified accrual basis of accounting is defined as the basis of 
accounting under which expenditures are recorded as incurred and 
revenues are recorded when received in cash except for material and/or 
available revenues which are accrued to reflect properly the taxes levied 
and the revenues earned. 
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C. GENERAL FIXED ASSETS 

The Town does not maintain a record of its general fixed assets. 
Expenditures for property and equipment are charged against 
departmental operations whenever such items are purchased. 


2. Property Tax 

The Town’s property tax for the current year was levied May 15, 1981 on 
the assessed value listed as of April 1, 1981 for all real and personal property 
located in the Town. Taxes were due on September 30, 1981, with interest at 
1.5 percent per month or part thereof unpaid November 1, 1981, retroactive 
to September 30, 1981. 


3. Long Term Debt 

The statutes of the State of Maine limits the Town debt outstanding at 
any time to 15% of its last full State valuation. At December 31, 1981, the 
Town’s direct debt totaled $1,814,746.00. 


4. Pension Plan 
Eligible Town employees are covered under either the Maine State 
Retirement System or Social Security. 


Employees participating in the Maine State Retirement System are 
eligible for normal retirement upon attaining the age of sixty and early 
retirement after completing twenty-five or more years of creditable service. 
As of December 31, 1981, we were advised that there was no unfunded 
accrued liability. 


5. General Fund Budget 

The Town operated on a net budget as compared with a gross budget. All 
revenues are not estimated, but are credited to the particular operating 
account. Certain revenues are dedicated for particular purposes by vote of the 
Townspeople at the annual town meeting or at special town meeting. 


At the annual town meeting, held in March of each year, the 
Townspeople vote on various articles, on which, amounts for appropriations 
have been recommended by the Board of Selectmen and/or the Budget 
Committee. 


6. Appropriated Fund Balance 

Historically the Townspeople vote to carry certain departmental 
unexpended balances and/or overdrafts forward to the following year for 
expenditure. This is usually in lieu of additional appropriations in any 
particular account. 
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7. Capital and Special Reserve Funds 

Capital and special reserve funds for various purposes have been 
established in the past by statutory provisions or by a vote of the 
Townspeople. These funds were invested in savings accounts at the year end. 


8. Litigation 
We have been advised by the Town Manager that presently there are no 
lawsuits pending against the Town. 


9. General 

Transfers from the general fund balance to reduce the 1981 tax 
commitment and for various departmental operations as well as federal 
revenue sharing funds for various operating accounts were authorized by the 
voters at the annual and special town meetings. State revenue sharing, 
business inventory tax and tree growth tax were applied to reduce the 1981 
tax levy.

RANGELEY REGION HEALTH COUNCIL 
ANNUAL REPORT 1981 


The Rangeley Region Health Council continued its support of many 
community health projects during 1981. We sponsored the annual Pre-school 
Immunization Clinic and follow-up clinics. Council members assisted the 
Rural Group Practice staff in the immunizations. Since the state government 
is no longer subsidizing the immunizations, the Health Council will have to 
pay this expense in 1982. 
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Hearing and vision screening was again held at the school by the Council 
which also continues to support the school Flouride Rinse Program. 


The Adult Flu Clinic, held in the fall, was very well-attended. 
Unfortunately, the cost of the flu shots has risen tremendously. In order to 
continue the program, the Health Council may be forced to ask for donations 
at future flu shot clinics. 


The Health Council maintains a lending closet at the R.G.P. building 
which makes available items such as crutches, canes, walkers, and a hospital 
bed. 


The Bloodmobile, sponsored by the Health Council in August, was quite 
successful: with 88 people donating blood. We would 7 to thank all those 
involved for their help and donations. 


A committee has been formed to study a car seat rental program in which 
car seats may be rented for a nominal charge. 


The Health Council is available to any member of the community in need 
of information or assistance in any health-related problem.

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REPORT OF THE ADVANCE POLLUTION CONTROL FACILITY 
FOR 1981 


To the Citizens of Rangeley: 


This year marks the start of the thirteenth year of sewage treatment in 
Rangeley. We completed the year 1981 treating 40.2737 million gallons of 
sewage, a decline of a million and a quarter gallons from 1980. The plant has 
treated since 1970 over 359 million gallons. 


The cost of treatment for 1981 was 0.002 cents per gallon total, and 
0.0017 cents per gallon operation and maintenance. These costs are still well 
below the national average for tertiary treatment plants. 


The overall lack of snow, combined with very cold weather, caused a 
great deal of damage and unbudgeted expenses, with frozen, broken and 
frost-heaved lines and manholes at the treatment plant, pump station, and in 
the collection system. Frost was measured at the end of January at just over 9 
feet on Main Street. 


The plant maintenance program is still on-going, with serious problems 
still evident in the aeration and filter systems. As of January 1, all major units 
are in good working order. 
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The Sludge Program experienced a very good year, with more requests 
for sludge than we could fill, and 1982 looks like a repeat of 1981. Anyone 
who would like to receive sludge should make the request to me as soon as 
possible to get on the waiting list. 


The septic pumping program went fairly well with over 16 thousand 
gallons pumped, with no expense for the site. If you have a septic tank, now is 
a good time to be thinking about when your tank was last pumped. Two to 
five years is a good average to consider. 


The private water testing had over 25 test runs, as well as the weekly 
testing of the swimming area in the park from late June until September. 


The summer saw the completion of the Sewer System Evaluation 
Survey. The Orange cleaning and TV trucks were all around the system. The 
results saw ground water entering from 3 major sources: 1. Manholes 
damaged by frost; 2. Home sump pumps; 3. Shear breaks in the main 
lines. The full reports and recommendations are available for inspection, in 
report form, at both the Town Office and the sewage treatment plant. As a 
result of the report, the Sewer Commission voted and the Board of Selectmen 
confirmed a request to Woodard & Curran Engineers, the town’s engineering 
consultants, directing them to apply to the Department of Environmental 
Protection for a 1-year, 90% state, 10% local, grant for the collection system 
rehabilitation. 


Major rehabilitation work has gone on this past year, with 3 manholes 
being done, 3 major line breaks, and | force main break at the pumping 
station, as well as line repairs at the treatment plant. 


The year 1981 has ended on a frustrating note, as band-aid maintenance 
is not solving the problems in either the plant or the collection system. Design 
defects are becoming increasingly obvious and expensive to repair, especially 
in light of the fact that they are not permanent. 


Looking forward to 1982, and seeing all the snow at the window, I would 
like to suggest that we all check our basement drains and sump pumps, as we 
will have a high spring run-off. 


It still is a pleasure to operate the system, and I would like to thank both 
our supporters and our critics for their concern and input. I'd especially like to 
thank Howard Gurney. It won’t be the same here when he retires in April.

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REPORT OF RANGELEY PARK COMMISSION 


The past year at Rangeley Lakeside Park was a busy and productive one. 
A new diving board was purchased and installed by the town crew. There were 
also many improvements accomplished, including the installation of new sills 
under two of the picnic shelters, reshingling of one roof, repairing and 
repainting of all picnic tables and park benches, installation of the tie-ups for 
boats at the town dock, disassembly, repair and reassembly of the monkey bar 
unit and of some swings, extensive repairs to rest rooms, including toilet 
doors, benches, and reconstruction of the metal clad outside door of the ladies 
room. All of these repairs and more were accomplished by the park attendant, 
thus eliminating the necessity of calling on the town crew and the attendant 
expense incurred. 


We were fortunate indeed in having the services of two CETA (summer 
youth program) people. These people did an excellent job of assisting with 
normal maintenance, such as painting the entire exterior of the rest rooms 
green as previously but with all white trim, and painting all the large rocks 
white, which really dressed up the area. They also painted permanent 
sidewalk games of official size and design on the roadway surface in the park. 
These games were in almost constant usage all summer. These young people 
also supervised a recreational program for children in the afternoons, 
including art lessons, basketball, horseshoes, etc. We thank both Sonya and 
Richard Eustis sincerely. 


Although vandalism was evidenced in the early summer, it decreased as 
the season wore on. We would like to ask everyone’s cooperation in 
eliminating this costly problem. 


Our life guard and swimming instructor was Lila Hopson, of The 
Widow’s Walk in Stratton, a super job indeed. 


This year saw the inception of what is hoped will be an annual open 
tennis tournament. In the coming year, we hope to expand this to 
accommodate various divisions, such as juniors, men, women, mixed, etc. We 
_ thank Sarah and Barry Carlson from Saddleback Mt. for their assistance in 
this event. 


We also thank the Blueberry Festival Committee for their generous 
donation, which was applied to the purchase of recreational supplies, the 
former Water Ski Club for their donations, which will cover the purchase of 
four new picnic tables, and Ronnie Sargent for his donation from his cook- 
out receipts.

This year’s plans include a research of wind power, hydro power and the 
industrial park site.

As in the past, your financial aid to Androscoggin Home Health Services 
is used to help pay for homecare services provided to uninsured individuals 
who are not able to pay for all their needed home health services - nursing, 
home health aide, homemaker, physical therapy, occupational therapy, and 
speech therapy services. Home health care is now being seen as wise 
management of health dollars. To illustrate this, the Agency uses this money 
for direct services and as matching money for a homemaking services grant. 
Therefore, $74,000 received from 50 towns was turned into $250,000 in 
services without charge to patients in 1981. 


Homecare offers to many the choice of not being institutionalized, an 
immense benefit to individuals and all of society. The patient at home, in 
addition to receiving services, is often assisted in developing self-help skills 
that promote pride and the return to independence. For many, the home visit 
by the health worker reassures the individual that he or she is still a part of the 
community and that someone cares. 


In spite of the trend towards and support for caring for people at home, 
we have experienced financial cutbacks with the promise of more to come. 
The Agency realizes that you, too, have received cutbacks which puts health 
needs at a lower priority in competing for dwindling funds. It is our hope that 
our past record of providing services and sound investment of your funds in 
those services will speak for themselves. Please feel free to call me with 
questions or the need for further information.

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RANGELEY LAKES REGION CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


Since our Annual Meeting last January, the Region has generally seen a 
steady increase in business with most summer accommodations reporting a 
marked increase over the previous year and the recently complete Christmas 
Week 1981 being the best in history. Hunting season, though still the 
abbreviated two weeks set by the State, was up from 1980; the only period 
down was Fall Foliage which would be almost directly attributed to rainy 
weather. 


The second year the Water Carnival carried the Wild Mountain Time 
theme was a great success. Two full days of events drew sponsorship of private 
businesses for the hot air balloon and particularly for the logging events. In 
conjunction with the Rangeley Friends of the Performing Arts the Sunday 
event, Fiddler’s Contest, saw approximately 1,500 on the Rangeley Inn Green 
to wind up the weekend. The summer kicked off with the Annual Chamber 
Banquet which honored Ronald Sargent for his work in the promotion of the 
winter snowmobiling here. 


This year, four employees served 3,201 parties visiting the office from 
Memorial Day through October, answered 1,585 mail inquiries, and 
responded to 2,125 telephone requests. Over 125,000 Rangeley Region 
publications were printed and distributed to vacationers. The Reservation 
Center continued its growth booking for all four seasons. In the past twelve 
weeks alone it has placed $80,000 in reservations. A new phone system at the 
Chamber Building has aided the efficiency of this operation. 


Fishing success has continued to return and the Region benefited from 
two unsolicited but glowing feature reports in the New York Times this past 
summer which brought good mail to the Chamber. There were in addition 
several features in the news media of Portland, Lewiston, Waterville, the 
Maine Sportsman, and the Boston Globe. 


The Chamber Board voted the acquisition of an audio-visual slide 
machine which made its first appearance at a Chamber-sponsored booth at 
the Bangor Snowmobile Show this fall. In addition, the Chamber 
participated in Dick Frost’s appearance at sportsmen’s shows in Harrisburg, 
PA; Boxborough, MA; and Maine shows in Bangor and Augusta. 


We continue to expend the Town’s Advertising budget matched 100% 
this year by our co-operative advertising program in such national and New 
England media as Fly Fisherman, Down East Magazine, Sports Afield, and 
the Boston Globe. Jack Hawthorne continues to provide a unifying visual 
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image for Rangeley Region advertising layout as well as the photos that are 
part of those ads. 


With sufficient snow for all winter sports enthusiasts, the Region 
anticipates the best winter in several years. The level of sophistication of 
Rangeley promotion continues to grow with many calls from other Chambers 
and organizations throughout the State seeking advice on how we promote 
our special activities. The growth of package plans including food and 
lodging continues to assist vacation planners, particularly in the winter 


season. We end 1981 with 92 Chamber of Commerce members:
